THANK YOU FOR YOUR LETTER OF JULY 25. I AM DISAPPOINTED 
THAT ARRANGEMENTS CANNOT BE MADE FOR DR. SYDOR AND THE GROUP 
TO VISIT LAKE BAIKAL TO CONTINUE THE MODEL CERTIFICATION 
WORK. I HAD HOPED THAT, SINCE DR. MATVEYEV MET WITH DR. 
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SYDOR DURING HIS VISIT TO THE US IN 1977, THIS WORK COULD 
PROCEED UNDER OUR PROJECT WITH THE FULL ENDORSEMENT OF BOTH 
SIDES. 

BECAUSE DR. SYDOR IS UNABLE TO DEVOTE MORE TIME TO THE PRO- 
GRAM IF IT DOES NOT CONTRIBUTE TO HIS RESEARCH, HE HAS RE- 
LUCTANTLY DECIDED TO WITHDRAW FROM THE DELEGATION. DR. 

ROBERT HUGGETT OF THE VIRGINIA INSTITUTE OF MARINE SCIENCE 
HAS AGREED TO REPLACE DR. SYDOR. 

AT THIS TIME, I WOULD LIKE TO PROPOSE THAT THE TWO-WEEK PRO- 
GRAM AT THE ROSTOV HYDROCHEMICAL INSTITUTE BE SHORTENED TO 
ONE WEEK. I AM CONCERNED THAT THE LARGE AMOUNT OF TIME 
SPENT AT ROSTOV WOULD NOT PROVIDE THE DELEGATION WITH AN 
ADEQUATE OVERVIEW OF ACTUAL MONITORING PRACTICES AND PROCE- 
DURES TO EFFECT WATER QUALITY MANAGEMENT. PLEASE LET ME 
KNOW PROMPTLY WHETHER THIS SUGGESTION MEETS WITH YOUR 
APPROVAL; IF SO. THE DELEGATION WILL ARRIVE IN MOSCOW AUGUST 
27 AND DEPART AS ORIGINALLY SCHEDULED ON SEPTEMBER 10.
